Another section! of the bill 
is devoted. to estal | ishing a loar 
program to furnish loans and 
financial aids to jjstndents who 
might attend. tipse, schools to 
atidy -medicind, dentistry, 
pharmacy, and other related 
health professions, On a 3-year 
hasis, these loans would amount 
te about $30,700,000, 

I very definitely feel that 
there is real merit in this leg- 
islation for it is designed to take 
care of the rising need that is o¢- 
curring for doctors, dentists, 
ete, as our population continues 
to expand at a rapid rate. The 
money invelved in the advanee- 
ment of this program cannot be 
considered merely an item of 
cost but, more appropriately, 
an investment in framan health 
and citizen welfare. 

Last week T introduced a bill 
that would extend to elderly 
people a tax advantage in the 
sale of their home, J introduac- 
ed simlar legislation to the last 
Congress, and, it narrowly misa- 
ed having its essence incorpdra- 
ted into the tax Jegisaltion. that.
